for the Security of this City, to be carried to Alen- 
teggio to be difpos’d on the Frontiers, and other 
‘Cannon to be plac'd on the River fide inftead of it. 
Some days ago a Paper was affix’d in the Rodffio 
with thefe words in it ; Long may the Law of Mofes 
flourifb, Search has been made for the Authors by 
the Inquificors, and fome fufpected Perfons are 
taken up. 
Pious the Amfterdam Courant, dated Jan. 18.- 
Lisbon, Dec. 19. We have Letters from the Bay 
of Todos los Santos dated on the 14th of September, 
brought by an Advice-Boat from the Ifland of 
St. Michiel ; which fay, That on the 11th of thar 
Month Advice came thither, that the Ships from 
the Rio de Janeiro in Brafil would not come away 
for the Bay of Todos los.Santos before the middle 
September, that they *were not fufficiently victu- 


alled, and would therefore ‘ftay in the Bay to take . 


in the.reft of their Provifions. “Whence we con- 
jecture, thaethey came from the Bay.in November 
with the Ships that were there. They will take 
the Ships from Fernambuc along with them in 
their way, and will be convoy'd ‘by 6 large Men. of 
War. Some Letters add, That the Spanith Ships 
from Buenos Ayres are arriv'd in the faid Bay, and 
Will come in company with our Fleet. The talk of 
‘a .Rupmre with the neighbouring Kingdoms in- 
creafes daily, and the Forces continue from time to 
time to move towards the Frontiers. Tis faid like-

General Steinbock is ad- 
vanc'd near to Lemberg, the Commander of which 
Place is refolv’d to defend it, and pay no Contri- « 
butions.

Breflau, Jan. 7. They write from Poland that the 
Cardinal Primate is going about to annul and make 
void all that was tranfacted in the Affembly ar 
Thorn ; that a New Party isrifen in the Polith Ruf 
fia, which is headed by two Princes, who levy For- 
ces and have a good underftanding with the King of 
Sweden. General Steinbock having demanded of the 
Upper Velt-Marfhal Prince Lubomirsky a pofitive 
Refolution whether he would fide with the Swedes 
or not, and the Prince delaying to give his Anfwer, 
he has threaten’d to treat him as a profefs’d Enemy.
